In Guns Charge

the dynamiting of Shaare Tik- 
vah Synagogue last Jan. IL He 
pleaded guilty today of pos- 
■eaaing two guns stolen from a 
Frince.George’s policeman.

James E. Kenkel, Prince 
George’s deputy state’s attor- 
ney, conceded to a reporter 
today that the bombing dharge 
agalj^ Maness was “certainly 
not the strongest” and said it 
and five other charges proba- 
bly, will be'dropped after Ma- 
ness is sentenced 
Prince George’s police 
stopped Maness in Marlow 
Heights on Jan. 31 on suspi- 


cion of burglary. They alleg- 
edly found two stolen guns in 
his car then. Seeking a third, 
they obtained a warrant and 
searched his house. 

They said they found sev- 
eral other pistols, rifles and 
automatic weapons, dynamite, 
fuses and caps and some Min- 
uteman literature. 

Maness’ trial In Prince 
George’s last June on a bur- 
glary charge in the theft of 
the two guns ended in a 
mistrial after State’s Attorney 
Arthur A. Marshall Jr. was 
quoted In The Washington 
Post as saying the dynamiting 
case was far “weaker” than 
the unrelated burglary case. 
One of Marshall’s assistants 
told a reporter then that the 
d3ma m itl n g case might never 
come • to trial. Maness’ latest 
yal was transferred here 
from the Prince George’s Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Charges against Maness In 
addition to bombing, posses- 
sion and burglary are two 
counts of possession of fire- 
arms after conviction of a 
crime of violence, having con- 
cealed weapons and being a 
“rogue.” 
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
